She worked and worried along for five years. 
Then she brought two suits in the Circuit 
court of Nov. 9, 1908, to get damages from a 
brewery and two saloonkeepers, whom she 
claimed had made a husband “arn idle 
spendthrift.’’ 

The husband and father left home. Then 
Mrs. Horan began the strenuous struggle for 
bread. She got up early in the morning to 
pick up enough coal along the railroad tracks 
to keep the house warm for,the children dur- 
ing the day while she went out to do washing. 
But she could not get work every day in the 
week, and, as she described it, “ life with the 
children crying for food was an awful battle, 
and indeed, sir, it would have been a stiff 
fight for a lot of men.”

New York. July 30.—[Special. ].-When Jack 
Rose made the confession that put Lieut. 
Charles Becker in the Tombs charged with 
the murder of Herman Rosenthal, Rose said 
Becker had told him $2,400,000 was the year- 
ly police graft from gambling, disorderly 
houses, and other forms of blackmail. , 

Rose swore Becker had confided to him that 
the loot was divided among fotr police offi- 
clals, Becker himself, two policemen of high- 
er rank, and a minor official who does not 
wear a uniform. 

“ Jack,” said Becker, “the rakeoff is so 
good that my own share was $600,000 and the 
others got the same.’ 

Becker’s collector, having handled a good 
deal of the money himself, does not think 
Becker or any individual pocketed $600,000 in 
any one year, but that Becker and his con- 
yections were distributing agents and that 
the $600.000 each received was subdivided. 

Police Inspector Hughes admitted tonight 
he had heard ‘it reported that he shared in 
the graft money Becker is accused of having 
ccllected “and branded the report as “ un- 
qualifiedly false.”’

Becker, says Rose, scanned the list care- 
fully and decided how much each gambler 
Was to be assessed. There was a systematic 
and carefully worked out price dst. The big 
gamblers paid heavily; Men like Honesf 
John Kelly were forced to contribute as much 
as $500 a month, while the little fellows, the 
Bridgie Webbers of the traffic, were required 


» to put up all the way from $50 to §200 a 


sponth. 
Names Familiar to Broadway. 

Rose gave the names of the big business 
men of the gambling trade with whom Becker 
-deak. They are names that have been fa- 
miliar along Broadway for years. 

When Rose tapped at their doors they re- 
sponded as quickly as the cheap gamblers 
who had moved up to the tenderloin after the 
death of racing—the Beaney Rosenfelds, the 
Webbers, the Paul Kellys, and the Rosen- 

hails. 

See Whitman had heard, though not from 
Rose, that Honest John Kelly made out a 
number of checks to the order of Lieut. 
Becker, that these checks were indorsed by 
a police official, and that they were cashed 
by this official. One of these checks, Mr. 
Whitman learned, was for $2,500. Curious- 
ly enough, the protection money was not 
always paid in cash. Sometimes it took the 
form of checks. There is no accounting for 
that almost unprecedented indiscretion, ex- 
cept on the theory that the shrewd gamblers 
who gave the checks might have wanted to 
keep certain tangible evidences of their un- 
lawful dealings with the police, or that, per- 
haps, tne ringeters became so bold and 
brazen. that they gave little thought to how 
the mioney came, so long as it poured in. 


Few Realize “Fat Pickings.” 


Rose spoke of the immense sums he in- 


“ gists that Becker received as casually and 


as unconcernedly as if he had been discuss- 
ing hundreds instead of hundreds of thou- 
sands. 

“Few people have any idea,’ * said Rose, 
“of how fat the pickings are. The money 
Goesn’t flow in; it pours in. I can't tell 
exactly at this moment how many houses 
gave up protection money, but I know there 
were more than 100.”’ 

‘My own contribution was $125 a month.” 
said Bridgie Webber. ‘‘ That was $1,500 for 

e alone, and I was only one of the little 
fellows. Who did I pay? I paid Becker, of 
course. I gave the money to Rose every 
month, but I talked to Becker about it right 
along.” 

Rose did not seem at all surprised by what 
he said Becker hadtold him. Hisstory ofthe 
intimate conversations he had with the lieu- 
tenant over the annual profits was: 

“ Becker was feeling pretty good one day 
and he was more talkative than usual. We 
were ‘chinning ’ about who had paid up and 
who hadn't, and Becker said. ‘O, well, I 
have no kick coming. My own part for the 
year has been $600,000, and I turned over 
the same amount to so-and-so, and so-and-so 
and so-and-so.’ ”’ 


Promises List of Houses. 

Rose added that he had the figures covering 
many of the collections he had made for 
Becker, and that he would make out for 
the district attorney a list of the gambling 
houses to which he had gone personally in 
Becker's behalf, and from which he had 
taken varying amounts every month. He 


’ promised also to supply full detaile as to 


the -handling of this money and as to what 
form it was received. 

Mr. Whitman has information already of 
the existence of certain checks made out 
to Becker, and he expects to have these 
checks in his possession s00n. Someofthem 
received the indorsement of men named by 
Rose as participants with Becker in the 
great divide. 

The investigation along these lines opens 
up so big a field that the district attorney is 
not inclined to hurry his operations. 
distinguished judges and other friends he 
has received the advice to move slowly and 
to proceed step by step. 

' Plans to Break Alliance. 

Mr. Whitman purposes first to question 
thoroughly Rose, Webber, and Vallon. He 
knows already that they have much more 
to tell than has already been disclosed, and 
what they say will be of great value in ex- 
amining police witnesses before the grand 
jury. 

The confessions of the three have led Mr. 
Whitman to believe that the murder of 
Rosenthal, while a direct product of the 
blackmailing business, is not as important 
as the arrangements ences was on the 
point of revealing. 

For the first time a district attorney is in 
a position to break up the eecret partnership 
between policemen and gamblers. That is 
what Mr. Whitman intends to do if he has to 
protect every man concerned in the murder 
ef Rosenthal! except the thugs that actually 
fired the shots. 

Police Commissioner Waldo would say 
nothing about Becker's arrest today. His 
only utterance for publication was: 

“The more the department is investigated 
the more confidence the public will have in 
ita general efficiency and honesty. I can- 
not assume the responsibility for the acts 
of individuals.” 

Gaynor in Feud with Magistrate. 

Joseph Immerman, Rosenthal's bfother-in- 
law, says a policeman was put in the gam- 
bier’s house on orders through Commis- 
sioner’ Waldo received direct from the mayor; 
that the mayor believed Rosenthal was an in- 
formant of Magistrate Corrigan and that 
Rosenthal was marked asa gambler who was 
to be driven out of business, no matter how 
many others were allowed to run without in- 
terference. 

Mayor Gaynor has long been in a feud with 
Magistrate Corrigan because Corrigan said 
the city was wide open.

Must Go to Another Station 
When ‘‘Barney’’ Grogan’s 
Henchman Is Accused. 


BLEW UP A RIVAL'S BARN 


Three Criminals Said to Have Re- 
sorted te Saloonkeeper's Aid 
on Night of the Blast. 


Boss “Barney ” Grogan'’s name was con- 
nected anew yesterday with west side police 
moves end also was dragged into another 
big criminal caee. The bors, who is given 
credit for the issuing of Chief McWeeny's 
order for the reduction in rank of Pcliceman 
Frank J. Crowley, is said to be after s¢cv- 
eral other Desplaines street station men. 

‘It is said there are two commanding offi- 
cers in the precinct who do not measure up 
to Grogan’s standard of a good police officer, 
and followers of the boss have tried to gather 
affidavits to ‘‘ get something on’’ the men 
unpopular with the Eighte<nth ward czar. 
The police are watching to see the results. 


Has Another Policeman Reduced. 

It developed that the boss has’ demarided 
the traneter of Bert Reed, a policeman, and 
that the order removing the patrolman to 
a new station and reducing him from plain 
clothes to a “ beat walker *’ has been issued. 

The new crime with which Grogan’s name 
became linked during the day was the dyna- 
miting of the barn of Patrick Flaherty, a 
teaming contractor, two weeks ago on Sun- 
day morning. Clarence White, the man ac- 
cused by the police, is reputed to bea silent 
partner of Grogan’s. White also isa team- 
ing contractor. Flaherty says his barn was 
dynamited immediately after tearns belong- 
ing to Grogan and White were taken off city 
ward work and Fiaherty teams ordered on. 


Worked cn Dynamite Case. 

Both Reed and Crowley worked on the 
dynamiting case in which Grogan’s partner 
is interested, and Crowley was one of the 
policemen who arrested Thomas Halley, ac- 
cused of the murder of loseph MeNeir. 

The police found Halley in Grogan’s barn, 
where the slayer had been hidden by “* John- 
ny’ Marshall, a cousin of the boss. Reed 
has been ordered transferred to another sta- 
tion, but Capt. Meagher, in command of the 
Desplaines street district, has allowed him to 
remain at work for Fire Attorney Sullivan 
on the dynamiting case. 

It was e#aid during the dey that Grogan, 
when he asked for the order reducing Crow- 
ley, demanded: 


“Why ain’t Reed travelin’ beat out 
of *another station ft” 


Chief Denies Grogan Rules Him. 

Chief John McaWeeny during the day in- 
sisted the big political police and vice boss 
had nothing to do with his orders respecting 
west side patrolmen. 
- *T reduced Crowley because I had com- 
plaints about the company he was keeping 
in the weet side,” the chief said, ‘‘and I 
thought he would do better work in uniform. 
I talked the subject over with Capt. Meagher 
and we agreed the change was for the best." 

The chief did not say who had complained 
against Crowley, but did not deny that in 
other cases he had been agked’ to make 
transfers by politicians of the Grogan stripe. 


him. Capt. Meagher said he did not know 
why Crowley was reduced, and that he knew 
nothing to cause such an order. 

Asked why the police had not arrested 
Marshall, the relative of the boss, for hid- 
ing an alleged murderer, the chief said an 
investigation was being made. No long In- 
quiry was needed for the arrest of two other 
men on accessory charges in connection 
with the same case. 


Shows Grogan’s Trail. 
The investigation of the dynamiting case 


of Grogan in west side poltical and police 
affairs. It aleo is bringing the boss’ saloon, 
called by the wise policemen, ‘‘ the thieves’ 
sanctuary,” into an unwelcome limelight. 
The dynamiting of the Flaherty barn is shown 
to have been a direct result of city hall 
politics. Flaherty on Saturday, July 13, got 
two teams back on city work—teams that 
had been laid off through the political 
machinations of Grogan. 

In order to put the Flaherty teams on ward. 
work it was necesrary to drop cwo teams then 
at work. Qne team belonged to White; the 
other was said to be owned by a man named 
Cox, but really owned by Grogan, it is said. 
The Flaherty teams were to be put to work 
the following Moncay morning. 


White Alert on Night of Explosion. 
At 2 o'clock Sunday morning Fiaherty’s 
barn, at 1147 West Monroe street, was dyna- 
mited by three men, Ten minutes later three 
mited by three men. Ten minutes late, po- 
licemen say, three-men reported to White in 
the shadows of the alley in the rear of the 
White residence at 1921 North May street. 
The trio were upbraided by White and after 
a few minutes walked’with him through the 
yard. The dynamiting of the barn was nota 
success, several horses being injured and the 
structure damaged slightly. Eight sticks of 
unexploded dynamite found by theqpolice in 
the barn’ would have wrecked the place and 
killed every horse had they been exploded. 
Before .witnesses White said he had 
heard that Fiaherty had accused White of 
plowing up the barn. Flaherty insisted he 
had made no such accusation. When Police- 
man McCaffrey, who Was present, interfered 
after the two had quaerreied for a time, the 
partner of Grogan exclaimed: : 
_ “Pi ‘get’ you, you fresh copper; 
why, I’ve got, a system for takin’ 
eare of coppers that interfere with ) 
me.’’ f 
Policeman Beats White, | 
Then the policeman says the bose’ friend 
struck at him.. Witnesses are not certain | 
whether or not White ever landed a blow dur- 
ing the mixup which followed, but when the 
battle was over White's face wap» cut to rib- 
bons and hie features badly bruised. He was. 
arrested on the spot and later released on a |

lice. The police say White is known to have | 
been in the alley near the barn at 8 o'clock in 
the evening preceding the explosion and say 
he pointed out the place to two men,

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miters and the police are looking for a third 
man, known as “ Irish ’’ Delaney. Crimmins 
and Delaney are drivers employed by White 
and O'Brien is a hartender. 

Grogan repeatedly has accused Flaherty 
of trying to ‘‘double cross’ the mayor, but 
other friends of Mr. Harriscn in the ward 
believe Flaherty has remained faithful, while 
Grogan has been guilty of playing a double 
role. They point to the recent committeeman 
fight, when Grogan worked quietly against 
Fire Attorney Sullivan, the Harrison candi- 
date, who was elected despite the west side 
boss. 

Grogan’s intimacy with White also began 
during the campaign, but their relations have 
grown closer and closer. It was Grogan who 
got White the contract for cleaning and 
taking care of the big west side market soon 


after Mayor Harrison took office. Grogan’s 


enemies insist other bidders were threatened 
by the Grogan followers with physical vio-~- 
lence if they mede lower bids than the bags’ 
friend. 

It has been a subject of comment in west 
side police circles that robberies in the 
district have increased recently and the 
police are authority for 
that the district hag more thieves than for 
years. Many of these men frequent the Gro- 
gan “sanctuary,” where the police are timid 
about going to look for criminals. 


Saloon Mecca for Night Crooks. 

The Grogan saloon, which is at 1160 West 
Van Buren street, makes an especially pleas- 
ant Mecca for the night working criminals, 
for it is open at all hours, according to resi- 
dents of the district. Other saloonkeepers 
have to obey the 1 o'clock closing 4faw as 
a rule, but the Grogan place always is open, 
except in times of special investigation. On 
the morning of the dynamiting, although the 
crime occurred an hour after the legal clos- 
ing time, the place waa ablaze with Hght 
and many of White's friends went there 
after the explosion to talk with the bose. 

‘Grogan ain't here; he’s out of town,” 
the bartender told them. 

The bartenders have been making the same 
answers to inquirers for their employer for 
two days since the boss’ hand has been shown 
in the police orders of the west side. 

White makes the saioon his headquarters 


and the police say he is the most.respected | 


man in the district among the criminal 
classes. - White himself has-a-long police 
record. 


Arrested on Murder Charge. 

_ White ¢stablished himeelf as a man of 
nerve among the criminals of the weat side 
when he was arrested for the shooting of 
Thomas J. Marshall, proprietor of the Golden 
Rule dry goods store in West Madison street. 
Three men entered the store on the night of 
March 7, 1896, and tried to hold up the cash- 
ier. She held on to the money and screamed, 
and the robbers fied to the street, followed 
by Marshail. 

One of the thieves turned and shot Mr. 
Marshall, killing him. They ‘fired a number 
of other shots at pursuers and wounded two 
other persons, a man and awoman. White 
later was arrested for complicity in the 
crime, but was acquitted. Afterward Gro- 
gan’s friend posed for three weeks as dne of 
the chief attractions at a dime mureum. 


Aid Tells of Hiding Halley. 

The’ inquest in the McNeir murder case 
was held in the afternoon. Halley, the ac- 
cused murderer. was identified as the man 
who did the shooting by Thomas Enright, 
a saloonkeeper at, 768 West Van Buren 
street, where the murder occurred. He said 
the revolver used by Halley was stolen from 
behind the bar. 

Grogan’s cousin, Marshall, testifie to giv- 
ing the slayer a hiding place in Grogan’s barn. 

“He came to the barn a week ago last 
Sunday night,’’ the witness said. ‘‘ He told 
me he had killed a man named Joseph Mc- 
Neir, and that the police were after him. 
He wanted to stay two days so he could 
beat it out of town. After that he asked to 
stay longer, and I Jet him. I brought whisky 
and beer to him every morning in the hay 
loft, and once I got some beans for him. I 
krew the police were searching for him.”’

Started as a Bellboy in Chicago and 
Worked His Way Up to saiiagiemgs | | 
ships and Wealth. 


Samuel W. Parker, who wae a. pioneer 
hotel man of Chicago, died yesterday in Bos- 
ton. He was 68 years old. ; : 

Mr. Parker began his hotel miseclante as a 
bellboy in. the old Tremont hotel and. until 
his death: used to recount the nannies of con- 
spicuoug Americans fér whom he used to 
“carry ice water’’ and do errands. Later 
he was assistant manager far the Grand Pa- 
cific hotel. In 1880 he became junior partner 
of Drake, Parker & Co., the late John B. 
Drake, father of the present proprietor, 
now proprietor of the Blackstone hotel, being { 
the senior member. 

He remained with Mr. Drake until 1805 
when he left Chicago and went east and took 
an interest in several hotels in Boston and 
New York.. He had large real estate hold- 
ings in Chicago and his wealth ts said to ‘be 
$200,000. He leaves a widow, but no chil-

Five to Quit Republican Party.

It is Col. Roosevelt's intention: to use his 
influence to have the Chicago convention 
give equal recognition to all Parts of the 
country as far as possible and it is for this 
reason, he said, that the suggestion of Mr. 
Parker's name appealed to him. 

Senator Dixon said it was his understand- 
ing that in most of the contests in southern 
states between whites and negroes for seats 
in the Chicago convention the white delega- 
tlons were the ones selected under the of- 
ficial arrangements made by the members of 
the provisional national committee. 

These contests would be decided, he said, 
by the committee. He made it clear that an 
effort was being put forth to bulld up the 
party in the south largely under the leader- 
ship of the whites. He said he had just re- 
ceived a letter from Mississippi to the effect 
that the movement was making rapid prog- 
ress in that state under white leadership.

S Rucker Bays: “Plague is pri- 
marily a disease of rodents and, 
secondarily and accidentally, a 
disease of man.” He pnts it in 
.doggerel as follows: 

“ First plague in rats, and then in fleas, 
Then plague in mam and quick decease. 
No rats, no fleas, no plague disease.”’ 

Our present day interest in rats is be- 
cause plague ‘is epidemic in Porto Rico 
and Cub, and from those footholds is 
mefiacing us. 

When the Panama canal is opened the 
pest holes on the north part of the west 
coast and some of the north coast of 
South America will be within menacing 
distance of ae gulf and Atlantic ports, 
and plague jump as fer as a freight 
car or ship can haul a rat in two weeks.)

| Probably the first ns nation to take wie 
terest in rats was Denmark, and the 
larger part of their interest was due to 
the rat as a spreader of tri¢hina. Trichi- 
nosis is abundant among rats. Stiles says: 


. “ Trichinosis ‘will probably never be erad- 


icated from man until rats and mice are 
practically eradicated, and any public 
health campaign against trichinosis must 
take the rat into serious consideration.” 

Rats have eleven kinds of internal 
parasites which also infect men. Amongst 
these are tapeworms. The dwarf tape- 
worm of man is similar to a dwarf tape- 
worm found in rats. 

They also have fleas, lice, and mites. 
The flea carries the plague from rats to 
men and from men to rats. Plague 
bacilli have also been found in rat lice. 

Rats have pneumonia, Bright's disease, 
drunkard’s liver, stone in the bladder, and 
many other diseases that man arrogates 
to himself.

They have many different kinds of ~ 


tumors, including every sort of cancer, 
In fact, the most promising experimental 
work now being done looking toward a 
cure for cancer is that on cancer in rats 
and mice. Cancer in rats and mice some- 
times runs in epidemics. With it they 
can be inoculated; they can be cured; 
the sera from cured cases will cure the 
disease in other animals. And now ex- 
perimenters are trying to find a way to 
apply this information, and possibly eveu 
these sera, to the cure of cancer in the 
human subject. 

Rats have leprosy, and it is hoped 
studies of rat leprosy may help in work- 
ing out better cures for human leprosy. 

Rats also-have a rather queer disease 
known as rat-bite disease. Most of the 
reported cases of this disease have come 
from Japan, 
from this country have come from the 
Mississippi valley. Stiles suggests that 
rats may be a factor in the spread of 
sleeping sicknesg—a disease due to a wavy 
blood parasite khown as trypanasoma. 
These cases were observed before a cer- 
tain kind of blood parasite had been dis- 
covered. Probably a parasite of this type 


is responsible for rat-bite disease.

Ac- 
cording to newspaper accounts he 
is on the eve of a marriage with 
Miss Linda Arnold, daughter of Ol- 
ney Arnold of Providence, former 

Democratic nominee for the Rhode Island 
governorehip. 

The young man is represented ‘as head of 
the historic house of Strozzi and as the 
owner of the famous palace of that name in 


Florence.

Now the present head of the Strozzi family 
is Don Léone Strozzi, seventh Prince of Fo- 
rano and Duke of Bagnolo, a retired captain 
of the I:alian navy, married to a daughter of 
the princely house of Corsini. 

Don Leone succeeded to the family hon- 
ors on the death of his childless elder broth- 
‘er, Prince Piero Strozzi, in 1907, and has two 
daughters, Donne Antoinetta and Donna Be- 
atrice, who have both made their debuts. 

As Don Leone is without male issue, the 
titles will at his death pass to his brother, 
Don Roberto Strozazi, who is unmarried, and 
who is a retired captain of Italiamcavalry. 

The two Strozzi brothérs have a sister, 
Donna Luite, married to Count Francesco 
Guicciardini, a former cabinet minister, and 
their mother, Donne Antoinetta, Princess 
. Strozzi, isa dame du palais of Doweger Queen 
| Marguerite. 

. This completes the list of the living mem- 
Sete of the great princely house of Strozzi, 
‘the oldest family of the patriciate of Flor- 


ence, its antiquity being greater thagy that of + 


the medieval city itself, the name figuring as 
that of a familly then already ancient in the

‘Nor does the famous Strozzi palace at 
Florence belong, as alleged, to the young 
man who is styled in the papers “ Marquis 
Max Strozzi.”” In fact, he cannot possibly 
have anything to do with it, for when the 


late Prince Piero Strozzi died he bequeathed: 


it to the city and the nation, being ‘‘ desir- 
otis that it should be dedicated to somé suit- 
able Purpore and be maintained with the de- 
corum due to a national monument.” The 
will continued as follows: 

“A palace such as the Strozzi palace, with | 
which are connected so many historic tradi-

with domain rights pertaining to his widiow, 
Counteés Sophie Branicka, from whom he 
was judicially separated for years before his 
death, and the payment dieiributed over 
four yeare of a little over $100,000 to his. 
two surviving brothers, the entire charges 

on the- bequest all told not exceeding $200,000. 

Frince Piero excused himself in his will 
for thus charging the bequest of the palace 
with payments to this amount, but explained 
that he had received large offers from pri- 
vate-sources, both for the palace and for the 
family records, offers sufficient to place his 
two brothers and himself in a position of 
great affluence, but which he had declined in 
the interest of his. mente? and of the city of 
Florence, © : 

Under the circtmetances he felt that he 
had a right to ask the nation and the city to 
make a small sacrifice, not to himself, but 
to hig two eurviving brothers, in order to 
ineure to Italy, and especially to Florence, 
such a national monument. 

The will likewise devieed to the state all . 
the Strozzi archives and records, containing

be preserved in the palace for their protec- 
tion, since the idea of their winding up in 
gome art dealer's shop did not please him. 

It goes without saying that the bequest wags 
eagerly accepted, though it took the best part 
of three years to determine the respective 
participation of the state and the city in the 
inheritance.

The palace has for ne 500 years been 
perhaps the most super® and majestic or- 
nament of Florence and a familiar landmark 
to every one of the many thousands of vie- 
itors who have sojourned on the banks of 
the Arno. 

A masterpiece of architecture, it is so eolid- 
ly constructed that it stands today es per- 
fect in every part and as uninjured by the 
lapse of time as when completed in the early 
days of the fifteenth century. 

It is the work of the architects Benedetto 
da Maiano and Simone del Pollajuoio, while 
the fanali, or eorner lanterns, the link hold- 
ers, and the rings are among the finest exam- 
ples of the skill of the famous iron worker, 
Nicolo Grosso. *

The regular 
Republicans were reported to favor a plan 
whereby they would absent themselves from 
the chamber, thus giving the Democrate a 
chance to pass the measures and send them 
along for the presidential veto. The Repub- 
lican “ insurgents,” however, opposed this 
scheme and insisted the differences, where 
they are irreconcilable, be thrashed out in 
conference. 

Some. concerted plan of action probably 
will be adopted tomorrow morning when the 
ecnate Democrats caucus on the wool meas- 


ure. 


Wool Tariff Up First. 

The wool tariff revision bi!l was the first 
‘taken up in the house tod:y. There was 
virtually no debate, except a statement by 
Majority Leader Underwood and a short re- 
ply by Representative Payne of New York, 
ranking minority member on the ways and 
means committee. Motions by Mr. Payne 
and Representative Crumpecker of Indiana 
to concur in the senate amendments were 
voted down, 160 to 78 and 172 to 56. 

Mr. Underwood next called up the excise 
tax rmieasure, which he described was un- 
amended ‘‘the greatest piece of remedial 
legislation for the benefit of the masses of 
the people that had been enacted in a quarter 
of a century.” He charged the senate with 
having sought to kill the measure by tacking 
on as amendments the repeal of Canadian 
reciprocity and a provision for the continua- 
tion of the tariff board. 

“The Canadian reciprocity amendment 
was lost, 127 to 107, and that providing for 
the tariff board met the same fate, 130 to 98. 


Conferees for Two Bills. 

On this measure Mr. Underwood asked that 
the senate be asked to confer with the house. 
Speaker Clark accordingly named as con- 
ferees for the house Representatives Under- 
wood of Alabama, Hull of Tennessee, Palmer 
ef Pennsylvania, Payne of New York, and 
McCall of Massachusetts. 

The house free sugar bill was reached last. 
As amended by the senate the measure pro- 
vided for a retention of $1.60 on sugar, a re- 
duction of 80 cents a hundred pounds from 
the existing rate. It also, among other 


. changes, abolished the Dutch standard. Rep- 


resentative Payme defended the amended 
bill and warned the Democrats that they 
were seekfng to sign the death warrant of the 
beet sugar industry in the country by taking 
off the duty. 

The house voted for a conference, 184 to 84. 
The speaker named as managers for the 
house in the conference, Representatives Un- 
derwood, Harrison of New York, Kitchin of 
Morth Carolina, Payne of New York, and 
McCall of Massachusetts.

UNITED STATES STEEL MAKES 
FINANCIAL REPORT PUBLIC. 


Earnings for Quarter Ended June 30, 
in .Excess of All Expenses Inci- 
dental to Operation, $25,102,265. 


New York, July 30.—The financial state- 
ment of the United States Steel corporation 
for the second quarter of the current year 
ended June 80 last, made public today, shows 
earnings of $25,102,265 after deducting all 
expenses incident to operations. Net in- 
come amounted to $18,429,204. 

After deducting interest for the quarter on 
outstanding bonds and paeiyment of the 
regular dividends on the preferred and com- 
mon shares there is left a surplus for the 
quarter of $56,483. 

Small as is thi#surplus, it compared favor- 
ably with the showing in the quarter imme- 
diately preceding, when only a smal! part 
of the common dividend was earned and it 
became necessary to take the greater part 
of the $6,354,000 from the undivided Aaa 
reported at the end of 1911. 

Total earnings for the second quarter ex- 
ceed those of the first by $7,275,292. Net 
earnings of income increased by $6,320,879.

Aviators’ Licenses Will Be Harder te 
Get Under New Rules Put 
Into Effect. 


Offictals of the Chicago Aero club received 
notice yesterday of the establishment of a 
new standard for master fiyers’ licenses, 
which will be higher than any other hereto- 
fore in force and higher than any in Purope. 
Conditions to be insisted on are: 

‘Applicant must be 21 years of age or 
over. 

Hée must make a cross country flight of 
twenty-five miles out and twenty-five 
miles back—fifty miles in all. 

He must make an altitude flight to a 
point at least 2,500 feet above the ground, 
when he must cut off his motor and glide 
to ‘within 100 meters [828 feet] of a port 
previously indicated. 

Previous to the test the applicant must be 
examined and be found in good physical con-

Col. Shields Fears Extinction of: 
Bird Protectors of Crops. . 


FARMERS LOSE A BILLION. 


Lecturer Says Sportsmen Should Sub- 


“The time has come Wheh every #porte- 
man should put away his gun for five years 
at least,’’ said Col. G@. O. Shields during a 
lecture upon,» Birds and Animals of Amer 
fica '' in Mandel hall of the University of Chi- 
cago yesterday. 

Col. Shields argued that drastic méasu 
must be put into effect if quail, grousé, pheas- 
ants, and prairie chickens are to be saved 
from extinction. The annthilation of these 
birds he said would mean untoid peverty re- 
Sulting-from the scarcity of G@rope which 
would be eaten by insects. 

‘Ninety per cent of the normal bird life 
of this country already has been destroyed 
and the other 10 per cent will go in the next 
five years, unless strong measures are em- 
ployed to stop the slaughter,’ he said, 
“Careful scientists tell us that if all the 
insect eating birds were destroyed the whole 
continent would, within three years, become 
uninhabitable by reason of the myriacs of 
insects that would spring up and devour 
every living thing. 


Farmers Lose $1,000,000,000 Yearly. 

“ Farmers and fruit eréWers Of the country 
are losing over $1,000,000,000 a year by rea- 
eon of the ravages of insects. Cotton grow- 
ers of Texas are losing $5v,000,000 a year 
by reason of the ravages of the boll weevil 
And all because the quail and the prairie 
chicken, the natural enemies of that bug, 
@re practically extinct in that state. 

“ Wheat and fruit growing regions are 
suffering because of the killing off of sap 
suckers, robins, bluejays, blig birds, orioles, 
tanagers, martins, swallows, swifts, night- 
hawks, egrets, herons, bobolinks, gulls, king- 
fighers, and other birds which men love to kill 
under the pure lust for slaughter. 

* A quai] killed in a potato field had in Hs 
craw the remains of 101 potato bugs. An- 
Other killed in Texas bad in is craw the re- 
mains of 127 boll weevils. Another killed in 
a Kansas wheatfield had the remains of 
1,200 chinch bugs. C. L. Harlatt calculated 
that the Hessian fiy damage to the wheat 
crop th 1800 was $100.000,00. The thinch 
bug, as early as 1864, damaged staple crops 
$100, 000,000.

Economical Housekeeping. 


Halibut. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 

HF halibut is a good general service fish. 

A halibut steak, breaded and served with 

a tomato sauce, may be delicious. The 

same steak bottled, perhaps in a chafing 

dish, with half a bay leaf, a bit of green 

‘pepper, and other seasoning, and then. picked 

to pieces and baked in individual molds, set 

in a baking tin of hot water or in the lower 

part of the .chafing dish with hot water half 

way up around them, the white of one egg to 

each mold—not beaten but simply mixed with 

the fish—with a little cracker crumb, is ex- 

cellent, especially when served with a cheese 

salice. This satice is a cup of thin, white sauce 

with a cup or a little less of American cheese 
melted in it. 

Broiled Halibut—Remove the skin and the 
bones if you choose—it is better to do it if you 
can skillfully—from a halibut steak. Lay on 
a double wire broiler which has been well 
greased with salt pork—some prefer oil. Turn 
often while broiling. Season with butter, salt, 
and pepper and garnish with parsley, cress, or 
slices of lemon. 

> 

Baked Halfbut—Scrape the fish lean, rub 
with salt and pepper, and put on a greased iron 
rack in a pan. Put slices of salt pork over 
and under the fish and dredge with flour. When 
the flour has browned baste the fish often with 
pork fat. Do not add water. Serve with drawn 
butter or egg sauce 

Fried Halibut,—Cut three pounds of halibut 
into pieces three inches square. Dip each in 
beaten’ egg. then in sifted bread crumbs, and 
fry in boiling lard to a rich brown. Rub a 
heaping teaspoon of butter to a eream, add the 
juice of a lemon, a tablespoon of chopped pars- 
ley, salt and pepper... Mix and spread on the 


squares of hot halibut and set in the oven just 


jlong enough for it to melt, then serve. 
- 


Halibut Steak, Tomato Dressing—Dip two 
slices of halibut steak in flour, fry in a cov- 
ered frying pan until done brown on both sides. 
In another frying pan put two tablespoons of 
butter, add to it some parsley cut fine and 
four. small onions, and let fry until the onions 
are cooked a light brown. Then add the solid 
part from a can of tomatoes, salt and pepper, 
half a tablespoon of Worcestershire sauce, and 
let all comer to a boil. Remove the fish to a 
platter and pour sauce over it.

In the morning wash the eyes with 
a good eye wash, I shafl send you ‘the for- 
mula for an excellent eye wash if you will 
send me a stamped addressed envelope.

R. A. B.: In a case of excessive perspiration 
the feet should be bathed daily in hot salt 
water. Dry carefully and dust with a plain 
talcum powder. The hose should be changed 
at least once a day. The follow!tng lotion is 
good for excessive perspiration of the feet. One 
grain permanganate of potash and one ounce of 
distilled water. After washing the feet and 
drying well, apply the lotion with a piece of 
soft gauze. Dust panne plain talcum powder. 


P, J. R.c There is little that can be done to 
change the shape of the nose. I certainly 
would not advise surgical operations to make 
the nose smallew. They often leave a person 
badly disfigured. You probably notice that 
your nose is large more than others do.
